The male dorsum has lateral spines 1 midveay betvveen coxae 1 
and II, extending beyond bases of lateral spines 11 , lateral spines İT 
longer, placed close to posterior edge of coxae İİ, extending beyond 
posterior edge of coxac İİİ, closer to median İine of body ş lateral 
spines 111 level vvith coxae İ11, almost tvvice the length of lateral 
spines 1, extending to coxae IV, Sub-median spines 1 level vith coxae 
II, reaehing beyond bases of lateral spines 11 , sub-median spines I1 
betvvecn coxae İl ard İİİ, much smaller than preceding spines , sub- 
median spines III level vvith coxae III, similar to preceding spines. 
Posterior to coxae İV is a rovv of four spines ş on the posterior edge 
of the body arc tvvo small spines anterior to thc terminal bnstles. 
Genital pore placed betvveen sub-median spınes İl and 111, Penis long 
tapering, extending from coxae İV to the genital pore. 

The female dorsum (fig. 55) has lateral spines 1 very broad at üze) 
almost lcaf like, vuth a long, slender tip, tvvo-yointed, extending from 
anterior of coxac 11 to midveay betvveen cöxae 11 and İH , lateral 
spines İl posterior to coxaec İl, long, slender, tvvo-yolnted, extending 
to midvvay betvveen coxae İİT and İV , lateral spines 111 level vth 
middle of eoxac İTİ, short, slender, tvvo-yomted ş only the first pair of 
these spines 15 striated. Sub-median spines 1 almost level vuith pos-” 
terior edge of coxae İT, short, tvvo-yolnted , sub-median spines İİ 
almost level vvith lateral spines 11, sub-similar  sub-median spines İİİ, 
IV and V broadiy leaf-like , sub-median spines İİ1 level vvith middle 
of coxae İli, sub-median spines İV posterior to coxae İİll , sub- 
median spines v level vvrth middle of coxac İV. Posterior to  oxae IV. 
are three pairs of small, tvvo-yointed spines. Genital pore level vüth 
terminal bristles, flanked laterally by the genital clavvs. Anterior to, 
the pore arc six small spines vvith a pair of spines on the caudal lobe, 

The female venter (fig. 56) has three pairs of spines on the capi- 
tulum , tvvo pairs of spines anterior to coxae İl , tvvo pairs of spines 
level vrith coxae İl , a pair of small spines on lateral edge of body 
posterior to coxae İl , tvvo pairs of spines anterior to coxae Ill,

The male venter (ig. 98) has three pairs of spines anterior to 
coxae İT , a pair of spines at lateral edge of body postertor to coxae İİ, 
anterior to coxae III are tvvo pairs of spines , midvvay bəşəri 
coxae İİ and İV is a pair of long spmes ş antertor to coxae İV isa 
pair of spines. Tarsus 1, IIT and TV each vith one clav. 

The female dorsum (fiş, 59) has lateral spines İ anterior to coxae İİ, 
broadiy foliate at base, vvth long tapering ends, striated, Eünelinz 
to mıdvvay betvveen coxae İl aand TTİ , lateral spines İ1 İying befvveen 
coxae İl and Tİ1, narrovver than preceding pair, extending beyond 
posterior edge of coxae İ11 : lateral spines İTİ postertor tə coxae İİİ, 
shorter than preceding pair of spines ş lateral spines İV and V short, 
simple, anterior to terminal bristles, Sub-median spines 1 level vith 
anterior edge of coxae , İİ, foliate, striated , sub-median spines İİ 
level vvith lateral spines İH, stout, peg-like, reaehing posterior edge 
of coxae İITT , sub-median spines İİİ level vvith posterior edge of 
coxae İTİ, extending to anterior edge of coxae İV , anterior to caxae

to coxae IV, Genital pore level vith bases of terminal bnstles and, 
in addition to the paired genital clavvs, has three pairs of small 
spines.

The female venter (fig. 60) has three pairs of small spines anterior 
to coxae Iİ, a pair of small spines betvveen coxae İ1 , posterior to 
coxac İlis a pair of.spines on lateral edge of body , anterior to coxae 
ITI are tvvo pairs of spines , midvvay betvveen coxae İİT and Visa 
pair of very long spines , midvvay betvveen coxae iv and terminal 
bristles is a pair of spines. Betvveen terminal bristles and posterior 
tip of body are three pairs of spines, Tarsus İİ, İTeand TV each bears 
one long eclavv. 

Type host : Dormouse (/Muscardinus “alı L) 

Type locality : Öppendorf, Holstein, Germany. 

Measurements : 0.33 mm X 0.16 mm , ? 0.4 mm X 0.2mm.
